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A Great Province 


The Province of the Pacific, even without Alaska, em- 
braces an area nearly as large as the whole of the United 
States lying east of the Mississippi. With Bishop Rowe 
making his headquarters in Seattle, Alaska is not so far away 
from Seattle as is Los Angeles. 

At first sight the Province looks unwieldy. The north 
and south railroad connections are not good, and in an 
administrative way, it has seemed almost hopeless to co- 
ordinate the different sections in such a way as to make 
efficiency possible; but curiously enough, at the meetings of 
the Synod of this Province (there have been three of them) 
there has been a marked Provincial consciousness. There 
has always been good representation from Los Angeles and 
from Alaska, as well as from Utah and San Francisco and 
Spokane. Usually, Arizona has been represented. The 
spirit of fellowship at the recent meeting in Seattle proved 
no exception. Perhaps the most striking fact was the pres- 
ence of those whose faces have been seen at every meeting 
of the Synod. They seem to love the Province, to believe 
in it, and to rejoice in it. There were representatives from 
Los Angeles and Alaska, from Utah and Nevada, to say 
nothing of the more accessible places in the Province. This 
spirit contains the promise of great things, and at no Synod 
has it been more evident that the different representatives 
of the Province wanted to hold together in one group. The 
reasons for this are not hard to understand. The wonder- 
ful personality of Bishop Nichols explains much. All want 
to continue their association with him as long as possible; 
but perhaps the profoundest reason.of all lies in the growing 
consciousness that those who are west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains must depend more and more upon themselves. The 
country to the east of the mountains is so far away that we 
can look to it for relatively little help, especially along in- 
tellectual and spiritual lines. The time consumed in travel 
is too great. Moreover, in these Pacific Coast states, the 
problems are similar. We have everything in common, To- 
gether we face the Orient. The airs blown from the great 
Pacific affect the climate of all of us, and the commerce 
borne upon this ocean will profoundly affect our future. So 
we want to stay together as far as possible. 

On the other hand, there was a clear recognition of the 
fact that if we are to accept the greater responsibility which 


the Church, through the General Convention, is placing upon 
tlie Provinces, we must secure some more effective means of 
administration; so a Bishop and Council have been formed. 
They have divided their work into Northern and Southern 
Sections. The Bishop and Council are ready to form three 
sections, or four sections if they are needed for working 
efficiency; but for the present surely the whole field will 
be bound together by the one Council and the one Synod, 
and by what is far more important, the growing Provincial 
consciousness which was manifested at Seattle. —H.P. 


Publicity 


Publicity is a word to conjure with in these days. In it- 
self it is a good deal like the handkerchief with which the 
sleight-of-hand performer does some of his tricks of “now 
you see it and now you don’t see it.” The handkerchief you 
see out in the stage limelight all the time. But the skill of 
the conjurer is to have you see only what he wishes you to 
see and to hide otherwise his deft movements. And so pub- 
licity may paradoxically conceal as well as reveal. It may 
be manipulated as well as stimulated. Publicity of print may 
be open to that refuted charge against Socrates “making the 
worse appear the better cause,” or by telling “the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but the truth” may promote the 
better and discredit the worse. 

There is a wide disposition just now to use Church pub- 
licity for all it is worth in its best agency for informing our 
people what is and what might, would, could and should be 
the activities of a progressive Church. We heartily recom- 
mend the propaganda of the Publicity Department of “The 
Presiding Bishop and Council” in its opportune literature 
and use of the Church Press colmuns. It is commonly agreed 
that such an agency has not heretofore had the encourage- 
ment and use it ought. Our Church periodicals have never 
been supported or read as they ought. Now, in the Church 
at large the matter has been taken actively and ably in hand 
by various Publicity Committees. Printed matter has been 
distributed by the ton. The problem is to get our Church 
people to get beyond their subscribing and reading by tie 
ounce, 

The Pacific Churchman will do all it can to fall into line 
with this movement and carry out the wishes and efforts of 
our newly-appointed Committees on Publicity in the Prov- 
ince of the Pacific. The recent Synod appointed the Secre- 
tary of the Synod, the Rev. Alfred Lockwood, Mr. N. B. Coff- 
man and Mr. L. F. Monteagle as the Provincial Commitee on 
Publicity and the Southern Section of the Province ap- 
pointed the Bishop of Nevada, Dr. Hunting, with power to 
add to the Committee as its Sectional Publicity Committee. 
Our columns will be freely open to their efforts and com- 
munications. We welcome in this number an editorial from 
the Bishop of Spokane and his “thinking Provincewise” 
samples what we hope to have editorially from our other 
Bishops and leaders in the Province. 

No Province has such vast distances within its boun- 
daries. No Province can more need some vehicle of infor- 
mation to make the Church in our area intelligent as to what 
is going on and so to promote Provincial consciousness and 
brotherhood, There is ever much to tell of progress and 
problem in the common interest. There is ever need of 
such corporate thought and rejoicing and sympathizing for 
the whole in order to avoid self-absorbing Provincialism in 
the units of the Dioceses and Districts. We are all liable to 
that attiude towards other fields, of instincitve pluming 
our own upon local “feathers in our caps” of which Mrs. 
Malaprop so sententiously remarked: “Caparisons are odor- 
ous.” Simply as such a vehicle, using “hot air” only for 
momentum around the Province and not for breath of con- 
troversy or oracularism The Pacific Churchman has the 
modest ambition for widening its subscription list througa 
the clergy and laity. That is the only “Prophet” in it, spell 
it any way you please, 
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The Province of the Pacific and the Nation-Wide 
Campaign 

Advantage was taken of the presence of the Rev. Dr. Patton on 
the Pacific Coast to secure his serviccs in connection with the fol- 
low-up work of the Nation-Wide Campaign. 

The program was full and few outside the official membership 
of the Synod attended its sessions. 

It was resolved, however, to have a dinner for the delegates and 
the churchmen of the city and diocese for social purposes. Ac- 
cordingly on the first evening of the Synod about 170 men, includ- 
ing most of the Bishops of the Province, sat down to dinner in the 
Mason:c Club. 

Judge Claypool, president of the Churchmen’s Club of the Dio- 
cese, acted as toastmaster and introduced Bishop Keator, who asked 
permission to say a word before leaving for an impotrant engage- 
ment. His “word” developed into a ringing speech, which really 
struck the note of the evening and prepared the way for a remark- 
ably inspiring evening. | 

The Rev. Dr. Patton, who had traveled a long distance to be 
present, expounded in a speech of electric and thrilling interest the 
underlying principles of the Nation Wide Campaign, as involved 
in all of our Lord’s teaching, and urged that the movement so far 
would lose almost all its value unless it were followed up by sys- 
tematic effort throughout the entire Church. 

Bishop Nichols made the closing address, in which he insisted 
that the life of the Church needed a tonic in order to brace it for 
its task of evangelizing the world and that tonic, he thought, could 
best be secured in the presence of God and specially at the service 
of the altar. 

The proceedings were over by 9:00 o’clock and everyone agreed 
that they had spent an enjoyable time, besides deriving both in- 
struction and inspiration from the addresses made. 


The Nation-Wide Campaign Pageant 


The Commission on Church Pageantry and Drama announces the 
following synopsis of the new prize pageant, “Advance the Line, 
by Marie E. J. Hobart, designed to be used in connection with the 
Nation-Wide Campaign in November. 


The pageant opens with the coming of a Messenger to the parish, 
who desires to, speak to the “Soul-o’-the-Parish.” By the words of 
the Messenger the Soul-o’-the-Parish stands accused as a soldier, 
who has not seen service and whose sword is rusty with disuse. 
He is aroused to confession and repentance by the Messenger and 
by the Three Guardian Angels, who have been set over the work 
of the Parish: The Spirit of Love and Light, to whom has been 
committed the advancement of religious education; the Spirit of 
Love and Faith, to whom has been committed the missionary work 
of the Parish, and the Spirit of Love and Helpfulness, to whose 
eare has been committed social service. After an impressive cere- 
mony of confession, forgiveness and exhortation, the Soul-o’-the- 
Parish turns from the altar transformed in helmet and with 
shining sword, eager for service. The pageant closes with the in- 
spiring words of the Messenger and a recessional of all participants 
moving behind a banner bearing the legend, “Advance the Line.” 


In regard to the presentation of the pageant, the Commission 
states that it can be very simply and at the same time impressively 
presented as a part of divine service. To bring into relief the 
issues of the Nation-Wide Campaign so vividly that the people of 
the Church will be stirred to action, it can be presented in the 
Parish Church on Sunday morning at the time of the sermon, but 
it is entirely feasible to present the pageant in the parish house 
or other suitable place. About thirty minutes is required. It is 
desirable to give the pageant on Sunday, November 21, the date 
suggested for the Every Member Canvass. 


The participants are the Rector, the Verger (ma.), the Mes- 
senger (man), the Soul-o’-the-Parish (man), three Guardian Angels 
(young women), the Choir and the Congregation. 


Suggestions as to selection of participants, design of costumes, 
properties required, ete., are given in the book of the pageant. 
Little expense is necessary in connection with costumes and 
properties. 

The hymns have been chosen carefully by the author to clarify 
and deepen the meaning of the drama. Service Leaflets for the 
congregation containing the hymns and responses accompany the 
pageant. 


The price of the pageant has been reduced from the original fig- 
ure announced to 10 cents a copy; twelve copies for $1, postpaid.

Synod of the Province of the Pacific 


At Trinity, Seattle, the Third Synod opened with the Holy Com- 
munion at 10:30 a. m. Wednesday, September 29, 1920; Bishop 
Nichols being the Celebrant, Bishop Paddock, Epistoler, and Bishop 
Keator, Gospeler. 


The sermon by Rev. G. F. Weld of Santa Barbara was true to the 
“note” of the Synod, viz., “The Church and the Changing Order.” 
Taking the subject of the Rich Young Ruler, he illustrated by it the 
wealth of the Church and how it hesitated to use it for its great 
mission in the world. He said: 


“The world is not suffering from too much evil but from too 
many misdirected efforts in search of what will help men and 
bring them happiness.” 


He said that the Church can not force men into her way of 
thinking by legislation or organization. 


“It is futile to legislate against the honest hope for better things 
which manifests itself under the forms of Bolshevism, Socialism, 
Radicalism, or even this vicious conception of the marriage tie. 
These all represent a living force and no power can deal with 
them constructively, except the power Christ put into the hands of 
the Church—the power to transform evil into good. 


“It is useless for us to preach unity until there is at least unity 
of purpose within ourselves.” 


He concluded: “Let us show how we have not been mere 
mechanics, carefully fitting together the fragments of a mosaic 
where even the most cunning skill can not conceal the lines which 
separate particle from particle, but that we were painters so wisely 
and carefully combining the pigments of the eternal principles of 
the faith once for all delivered that the result is a harmony whose 


beauty shows no flaw and whose div'ne meaning is seen and recog- 
nized by ail.” 


After luncheon the Synod was organized under the revised canon 
of the General Convetnion, Bishop Nichols being re-elected Presid- 
ing Bishop and the Rev. Alfred Lockwood, Secretary, after which 
there was an address by the Rev. Charles P. Deems upon “The Sea- 
men’s Church Institute of America,” followed by a most searching 
critical and constructive address on what ought to be the Church’s 
method in logg'ng and mining camps by the Rev. Robert S. Gill— 
an address often referred to in the following sessions. 


At night the Churchmen’s Club entertained the delegates at din- 
ner and Bishop Keator gave a brief but spiendid address, followed 
by an electric and thrilling address on the Nation-Wide Campaign 
by Dr. Patton, Bishop Nichols speak:ng in his happiest and most 
inspiring vein. The subject of Christian Unity was dealt with first 
by Bishop Parsons, who referred to the great wave of interest in it 
which was passing through the Protestant world as attested by 
movements looking towards unity within the Protestant bodies 
themselves. Later he gave some account of his visit to Europe 
with special reference to the Orthodox Churches of the East. 
Bishop Keator gave an account of the Lambeth Conference and 
in doing so spoke, as possibly he has never spoken before, with 
very great power and feeling. 

The quest'on of Christian Healing was taken up by Bishop Page. 
A valuable discussion foliowed and a motion was made and carried 
for the appointment of a Provincial Committee to take up the 
question of securing the services of the Rev. J. E. Ward, a graduate 
of Bible College, Oxford, to conduct a series of teaching missions 
on the whole subject. 

Friday was a day of great addresses and useful legislat‘on. 
Bishop Page spoke with great earnestness and weight upon our 
Lord’s method of teaching by dealing with individuals and small 
groups of men. Bishop Summer presented the report of the com- 
mittee on Social Service, in the course of which he referred by 
startling facts and figures to the social conditions of our time as 
illustrated by the habit of smoking among girls, by the immodesty 
of modern dancing, by the prevailing gambling among young 
women and the nefarious character of many of the moving picture 
theatres. 

Bishop Nichols followed wth an address in which he spoke of 
the term Filiast as preferable to that of Socialist as indicating 
man’s recognition of his relation to God as governing his relation 
to his fellow men. . 

After luncheon Bishop Nichols again spoke with charming humor, 
persuasiveness and power upon the subject of vocation. It was a 
somewhat contradictory commentary upon his plea of age and tIn- 
firmity urged on his re-election as Presiding Bishop of the Province, 
With resonant voice, sparkling wit and choice diction he carried 
everything before him. At the evening service at St. Mark’s 
Bishop Moulton made a remarkable address on Christian American- 
ism, with special reference to our domestic problems. It was full 
of dry humor, sound sense and optimistic prophesy. Mr. Wyckoff 
of California, who followed, spoke of the larger question of the 
world responsibility arising out of the war. Mr. Wyckoff is a 
speaker of perfect ease, poise and articulation and it was a great 
joy to hear him. 

The legislation of the day included the election of a Board of 
Five Provincial Examining Chaplains and the election of a Presi- 
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dent and Council under the provisions of the following ordinance: 
Of the President and Council: 


1, The President and Council as hereafter constituted shall ad- 
minister and carry on the Missionary, Educational, Social and other 
work of the Province, subject to the direction of the Synod. They 
shall have full power to organize any department which they shall 
deem necessary for their purpose. They shall have full power to 
make rules for the conduct of the work. 


2. The Council shall be composed of the following members: 
Nine to be elected triennially, of whom three shall be Bishops who 
rse:‘de and have jurisdiction within the Province; three Presbyters 
canonically resident in the Province; and three laymen communi- 
cants of the Church having domicile in the Province. The members 
of the Council shall be elected by the concurrent vote of the Synod 
and shall hold office for three years and until their successors are 
elected. The President and Council shall have power to fill any 
vacancies that may occur through the death, resignation or re- 
moval of any member elected by the Synod. 


3. The Counc’! may, in its discretion, elect one of its members 
to be Vice-President and prescribe his duties. 


4. The Council shall elect a Secretary who may or may not be a 
member of the Council, and prescribe his duties. 


5. The Council shall meet with the President at such stated 
times as it shall appoint under the rules. Five members shall con- 
stitute a quorum. The expenses of the members of the Council 
shall be paid by the Treasurer out of the funds of the Council. 


It was agreed on all hands that the Synod was the most success- 
ful yet held in the Province. Business was promptly disposed of, 
all the subjects were well handled and all was finished in schedule 
time. In spite of pouring rain, the closing service at Trinity on 
Sunday night was splendidly attended, the hymn of the Synod, 
“God is working His purpose out,” was finely sung and the ad- 
dresses were brief. 


Bishop Rowe’s Twenty-fifth Anniversary 


The Committee appointed by the Third Synod of the Province of 
the Pacific to prepare resolutions upon the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the consecration of Bishop Rowe, begs leave to report as 
follows: 

“This Committee humbly thanks Almighty God that under the 
guidance of His Holy Spirit this Church was led to choose Peter 
Trimble Rowe to be Missionary Bishop of Alaska ,and on St. 
Andrew’s Day, 1895, to consecrate him to that high office, and in 
recognition of what that day has meant to the whole Christian 
world, offers the following resolutions: 

“Whereas, Twenty-five years have elapsed since Peter Trimble 
Rowe was consecrated Bishop of Alaska; and 

“Whereas, In the years which have passed since that day, his 
Christian statesmanship, by which men surrounded by the lures of 
Mammon were taught how to turn the gold they sought for into 
churches, hospitals, schools and agencies for social righteousness, 
and thereby lay enduring foundations upon which will one day 
rise a Christian state; his heroic disregard of personal dangers as 
he faced the perils of the Arctic ice and snow to carry the teachings 
and the sacraments of the Church of God’s scattered people; his 
tender sympathy for those who, far from home, had become vic- 
tims of misfortune, disease and their own mistakes; his Christian 
manliness which won for him the respect and affection of those 
he moved among and make him today recognized as the foremost 
citizen of Alaska; all these splendid qualities have shown, not only 
to this Church but also to great numbers of devout Christians in 
this and other lands a vision of the giory of Christian service 
given whole-heartedly to the Master and Saviour of us all. 

“Therefore, be it resolved, First, That we are profoundly grate- 
ful to Almighty God for His servant and apostle, Peter Trimble 
Rowe, and for God’s protection and blessing on his labors, we 
rejoice with Bishop Rowe on reaching this anniversary of such 
unusual and strenuous service, and tender him our congratulations 
and assure him of our affection, our prayers for God’s care and 
blessing, and our support for his work in Alaska. 

“Second, That this Synod of the Province of the Pacific desires to 
congratulate the Church on the twenty-five years’ service of the 
first Bishop of Alaska; and we commend to the whole Church the 
plan of the National Committee on Bishop Rowe’s anniversary to 
commemorate his episcopate by the establishment of “The Bishop 
Rowe Foundat'on Fund of $100,000,” to be contributed by friends 
and parishes in all the Dioceses, the income from which will be 
used by Bishop Rowe for the work in Alaska at his discretion so 
long as in active service, after which time the income of the fund 
will be devoted to the Alaskan work under the direction of the 
Presiding Bishop and Council of the General Church. It is hoped 


this fund will be presented to the Bishop on November 30 next. 
“Third, That a copy of these resolutions be transmitted by the 
secretary to B'shop Rowe and to the Church papers for publica- 
tion and spread upon the minutes of the Synod. 
“Respectfully submitted for the Committee, 
“W. T. SUMNER, Chairman.” 


Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary

current meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary, eight of the Dioceses 


and Missionary Districts of the Province being represented by 
deiegates. 


The first session was entirely given over to the forming of a 
Provincial Organiation, following officers being elected:

The President opened the meeting with prayer and so the young- 
est Provincial Organization of the Woman’s Auxiliary was launched 
om its great work of spiritual influence and fellowship for Christ’s 
Kingdom. 

; The four days’ program included a discussion of many interest- 
ing topics, namely, Missions, Religious Education, Emery Fund, 
Box Work, Girls’ Friendly Society and the Church Service League. 


The Church Service League was widely discussed and it was not 
deemed advisable, as there were so many congregations not repre- 
sented at this meeting, to form an Organization of Church Service 
League, but it was decided to have delegates attend the next Pro- 
vincial Meet'ng of the Woman’s Auxiliary, who were fully prepared 
to speak in behalf of organization. 


It is one of our blessings of fellowship in the Woman’s Auxiliary 
that the plans, deeds and inspirations of one Diocese can help 
another and so our sessions closed leaving a feeling of closer re- 
lationship, a broader outlook and a more fervent desire to spread 
Christ’s Kingdom to the uttermost ends of the earth. 


Consecration of Bishop Coadjutor of Los Angeles 


Tuesday, October 12, was an eventful day in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, when Dr. William Bertrand Stevens was consecrated as 
Coadjutor to Bishop Johnson. | 

Ten Bishops and upwards of one hundred clergymen were in the 
procession which formed in the Parish House and proceeded into 
the spacious Cathedral, preceded by the choir, lay readers and of- 
ficers of the Diocese. 

The Bishops present were: The Rt. Rev. Drs. Johnson, Nichols 
and Parsons, the Co-Consecrators; Drs. Thurston and Moulton, the 
Presentors; Dr. Capers of West Texas, the Preacher; and Drs. 
Moreland of Sacramento, Hunting of Nevada, Atwood of Arizona 
and McKim of Tokyo. 

The Attending Presbyters were Dr. Harry P. Nichols of Holy 
Trinity Church, New York, and Rev. George E. Norton of St. 
Michael and All Angels, St. Louis. 

The Rev. Robert L. Windsor was the Deputy Registrar and Rev. 
C. Rankin Barnes, Master of Ceremonies. 

Bishop Capers took for his text Romans 1:16, the theme being 
“The Witness of the Episcopate to the Gospel.” 

In the absence of Bishop Sanford in the East the District of San 
Joaquin was represented by Dean G. R. E. Macdonald of St. James 
Pro-Cathedral, Fresno, and Rev. W. T. Renison, Rector of St. 
John’s, Stockton, and besides the Bishops the Diocese of California 
was represented by the Secretary, Rev. F. H. Church, who was the 
Secretary of the Convention of 1895, which set apart the Diocese of 
Los Angeles, and Rev. Isaac Dawson, Rector of the Church of the 
Advent, Oakland. 

Mohr’s Communion Service was admirably rendered by the large 
Cathedral choir. 

In the afternoon a reception was tendered the Bishops on the 
beautiful grounds of Mrs. Spencer Smith on West Adams street. 

Bishop Stevens is probably the youngest Bishop of our American 
Church and his record of energetic and strategic work in the three

"Twas Thirty Years Ago This Very November, as 
Appears from Our Files 


The Convocation of the northern part of the Diocese of Califor- 
nia met in St. John’s Church, Stockton, November 19 and 20, the 
Rev. D. O. Kelley, Dean, and the Rev. F. H. Church, Secretary. 
Besides these there were present of the clergy the Rev. Dr. E. B. 
Spaulding (the Essayist), and the Rev. Messrs. J. A. Emery, W. H. 
Hill, Stoy, Gassman, Edwards and Anderson. 


The Rev. Elias Birdsall, under whom St. Anthanasius Parish, Los 
Angeles, was organized and who had been a leader in the Diocese, 
serving congregations both North and South for twenty-six years, 
died in Los Angeles as Rector Emeritus of St. Paul’s Church, No- 
vember 4. 

A letter had been received from a missionary’s wife in the Dio- 
cese by the Woman’s Auxiliary in which she says, “Her busband’s 
charge at present is sixty miles long and she is his only assistant! 
She accompanies him to five of his stations, which are twenty miles 
apart, to play the organ and lead the singing. She is also Sunday 
School superintendent at one station and at times lay reader.” 

In the Brotherhood of St. Andrew column the following is 
quoted: 


“Do the work that’s nearest, 
Though it’s dull at whiles; 
Helping, when you meet them, 
Lame dogs over stiles.” 


Sunday, November 16, Mr. James L. Houghteling, founder and 
President of the Brotherhood, addressed a special meeting in Trin- 
ity Chapel, San Francisco, and in the evening another meeting in 
St. Peter’s Church, the Rector, Rev. C. L. Miel, officiating, assisted 
by the Rev. R. C. Foute and the Rev. C. J. Mason of Grace Church. 

Mr. W. A. M. VanBokkelen’s letter was printed urging a change 
in the Annual Parish Elections from Easter to Advent. : 
+ was noted that Bishop Walker of North Dakota had a “Cathe- 

ral Car.” 

Dr. Phillips Brooks had entered upon the twenty-second year of 
his rectorship of Trinity Church, Boston. 

The Assistant Bishop was actively engaged in his visitation of 
Southern California and the following, happily not characteristic, 
was chronicled of one place: “A family was rather peculiarly af- 
flicted during Bishop Nichols’ visit. The mother and two sons were 
members of the Confirmation Class. Saturday evening the younger 
son fell from a street car and hurt his knee so badly that he could 
not be present at the service. Sunday morning the mother crushed 
her finger but was able to be present with her elder son for Con- 
firmation. After the service the elder son, upon returning home, 
had a rib broken by a kick from the family horse.” 


New work in the Azusa Valley under the Rev. J. D. H. Brown 
and several points about San Gabriel under the Rev. Dr. Trew 
were illustrative of the promise of growth upon pioneering founda- 
tions laid by the clergy generally with their true missionary 
spirit. 


St. Mary’s-by-the-Sea, Pacific Grove 


This parish is the scene of much activity these days. Part of 
the church and the whole of the parish house have been re-shingled, 
while the interior of the latter has been re-decorated and a new 
lighting system installed. The rectory has also been entirely 
renovated. 

The reetor and officers are busily preparing for the Nation- 
Wide Campaign, and the forthcoming fall meeting of the Convoca- 
tion of San Jose, which will be held in this parish on Tuesday and 
Wednesday, November 9 and 10. Dean Brewer was a visitor to 
confer with the rector preparatory to the Convocation and a 
“man’s size” program was the result. A large delegation is ex- 


pected and a cordial welcome will be extended. A number of dis- 
tinguished visitors is anticipated in the persons of Bishops Nichols, 
Moreland and Parsons; Dr. Patton, Mrs. Monteagle and others. 
Bishop Moreland will speak on the Lambeth Conference, and Dr. 
Patton on the Nation-Wide Campaign. 
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Progress of the Nation-Wide Campaign 


The work of the Nation-Wide Campaign for the second year in 
the Diocese of California was enthusiastically launched at the 
Conferences held October 8, 9 and 10. Dr. Patton gave a clear and 
stimulating presentation of the meaning and method of the 
Campaign. Bishop Parsons outlined the status of the Campaign 
in the Diocese and announced the appointment of the Rev. B. D. 
Weigle as Executive Secretary of the Diocesan Committee, with 
headquarters at the Diocesan House. The parish committees have 
been re-organized to date and preparations for the Every-Member 
Week are rapidly progressing. 

The first two issues of “The Church at Work” have been distrib- 
uted and are greatly appreciated. The September issue contains a 
most valuable interpretation of the deeper meaning of the Cam- 
paign in a brief editorial which follows: 


What Is the Nation-Wide Campaign? 

Many definitions of the Nation-Wide Campaign have been 
framed. All, because of brevity, have failed to convey a suffi- 
ciently complete idea. What is needed is an explanation rather 
than a definition. 


To understand the Nation-Wide Campaign it is necessary first to 
recognize that the Church has fallen far short of the ideal in devo- 
tion to and prosecution of her Mission. Indeed, all hope of success 
in the Campaign was dependent upon the change of mind and 
heart which would grow out of a consicousness of this contrast 
between ideal and practice. 


The Church was commissioned by her Founder, our Lord Jesus 
Christ, to win the world to Him, that all the world might be 
saved through Him. The Church was not created for her own 
sake or for the selfish benefit of her own members. The Church 
was to minister to the needy, spread the truth, fight evil, elimi- 


nate sin and extend the Kingdom of her Master. The existence 
of the Church as a whole, or of any national Church, or of a 
diocese, or of a parish, is justified only in so far as the mission, 
or commission, of Jesus Christ is being carried out faithfully. 


Viewed as a whole, this Church has not seemed to be aware of 
the real purpose of her existence. She has not seemed to regard 
the winning of the world and the serving of mankind as her 
primary duty. She seemed to consider the maintenance of diocesan 
and parish life as the main thing. The erection of a church and in 
it the preaching of sermons, the conduct of worship and the ad- 
ministration of the sacraments, seemed to be looked upon as ends 
in themselves, rather than as means by which the members gained 
fitness and strength for service and sacrifice. Speaking generally, 
and not forgetting the saving remnant, the Church was asleep, and 
did not realize that in failing to give her life she was losing her 
life. 


The Church needed to be awakened, needed to realize her recre- 
ancy, needed to catch a vision of her duty and opportunity. How 
could this be done? When would God answer the oft-repeated 
prayer to stir up the wills of his faithful people? The Nation- 
Wide Campaign is an apparent answer to this prayer. It is the 
outward and visible part of a spiritual movement, a divine stirring 
and moving in the hearts and consciences of the people, felt and 
recognized in all the Churches. The Campaign was an effort to 
supply the needed human element by which the moyement would 
take definite form and produce definite convictions and corcrete 
results. 


If an effort to arouse the Church was to be made on a Nation- 
wide scale it was necessary to set before the Church a picture of 
her whole task. To do this involved a survey of resources and 
needs and opportunities by the general boards of the Church and 
by the dioceses and missionary districts. Only by knowing all 
that ought to be done could each diocese, each parish, each mem- 
ber, gain an adequate conception of the proper responsibility of 
each. Only thus could all gain a sense of corporate responsibility. 


It is of the very genius of the movement to combine the spiritual 
and material. To arouse emotions and aspirations without afford- 
ing them an outlet is recognized as injurious. It was therefore es- 
sential to make a canvass for money and workers an integra: part 
of the Campaign. On the other hand to stir up the Church merely 
to secure a fund of money would defeat the main end in view, 
for there would surely follow a reaction into the former indiffer- 
ence and sloth. But to wake up the Church and conduct a cam- 
paign of information and inspiration and then ask the Church to 
give outward and practical expression to the newly-aroused spirit 
of devotion, not in mere professions or in the creation of a fund, 
but in adequate regular giving of money and lives, is another mat- 
ter. It is to gain out this general spiritual movement the trans- 
formation of the Church; it is to secure the whole-hearted and 
faithful prosecution of the Church’s Mission. 


Rally of Church Schools at Trinity Church, October 17 


“Fifty years ago,” so the Bishop told the children at the Fall 
Rally at Trinity Church, “there was held the first Sunday School 
Rally in California,” and he wished this to be an “Echo Meeting” 
that his words might echo in the hearts of those present, during 
the years to come. To speak the truth, to listen to the voice of 
conscience and to say their prayers were the three things he bade 
them remember. 

Very encouraging was the hearty response to the call for the 
Rally. With flags and banners they marched into the church, 
nearly filling it—representatives from almost every Church School 
in the city, from St. Peter’s and True Sunshine with fifty mem- 
bers each and St. James with thirty, to far-away Transfiguration, 
which sent four. In a few strong, simple words Mr. Rommel, 
President of the Church School Association, welcomed them, dwell- 
ing upon the inspiration gained by getting together, and intro- 
ducing Scout Collins Macrae, who had just returned from a world 
gathering of the Scouts in England. Scout Macrae held the close 
attention of the children as he gave some details of that meeting, 
telling them that the trip was by no means a “snap,” but included 
much hard work. 

After the Bishop’s address came the Offertory, amounting to $36, 
to be divided equally between St. Barnabas’ Mission and the work 
in Armenia. 

Mr. Rommel read two letters written by children upon the theme, 
“What a Child Can Do for Christ.” More than twenty such letters 
were received. 

Hearty singing by the children, led by Alexander McCurdy (a 
former Trinity Church boy and now organist at Trinity Church, 
Oakland), at the organ, and volunteer members of Trinity Choir 
and others, closed the service. 

We of the Church School Association thank God and take courage 
and to you who have yet to know the joy of work with and for the 
children we say, “Come over and help us.” 


Trinity Church, San Jose 


The Parish House has been completely renovated and thus made 
more attractive for the use of our Church School and Parochial 
organizations. 

On a recent Sunday morning, Charles Brandon Booth of the 
Volunteers of America, and at one time an associate of the Rev. Dr. 
Rainsford in St. George’s Church, New York City, delivered an elo- 
quent address in Trinity on “The Divine Miracle in the Prison 
World.” A _ collection of over $500 was given to him for his 
worthy cause. 

The ladies of Trinity, on October 18, gave an informal supper to 
all our Church students attending the Normal School. Dr. and 
Mrs. Kemp (the new President and his wife) and the Church mem- 
bers of the Faculty were invited. 

Members of the Church are making systematic social calls on all 
newcomers and others preparatory to the approaching Every-Mem- 
ber Canvass. The organization of the zone system is being per- 
fected and adds more and more to the efficiency of our efforts. 

At a quarterly Parish Meeting held recently it was decided to 
abolish the rented-pew system, and so Trinity falls in line with 
the other progressive parishes of the country. 

A Children’s Eucharist was held on Sunday, October 10, when 
fifty of the confirmed members of the Sunday School with their 
teachers received and nine new teachers were admitted at a special 
service before the Altar. 

The Rector and Mrs. Porter have changed their residence and 
are living at 942 South Second street until such time as a new 
rectory is built or purchased. 

The Woman’s Auxiliary, under the efficient leadership of Mrs. 
Bacon, now ranks first in the Diocese. The United Offering this 
vear is larger than ever before. 

An adult Bible Class has been formed especially for working 
girls, and is under the leadership of Mrs. Wilsey, who is also 
supervising the work of our Young People’s Fellowship. 

Special preachers during the past few months have been the 
Rev. Dr. Patton, the Rev. Dr. Powell and our beloved Diocesan, 
Bishop Nichols. Early in November Bishop Parsons will confirm 
an extra class of candidates.

The September Diocesan Meeting was postponed to the 24th of 
the month that we might have the opportunity of hearing the 
Rev. E. J. Lee and Mrs. Lee, who are returning to their work in 
Anking, China, and those who heard their addresses felt well repaid 
for the waiting. Mr. Lee spoke generally of the work in China, 
stressing its urgency. The Chinese people are open as never before 
to the Christian message. Their national character is so fine that 
with Christianity they will be one of the great nations of the 
earth. Their great numbers and resources now beginning to be 
developed, make them a strong factor for good or evil in coming 
years. The inevitable reaction against the Western influence which 
they now welcome may easily be anti-Christian unless Christianity 
is well established before the crisis comes. Our missionaries are 
bending every effort to the establishment and strengthening of a 
native Church, feeling that in perhaps ten years it will be unwise 
to send out any new foreign missionaries. Mr. Lee’s illuminating 
outline of the situation in China was followed by Mrs. Lee’s de- 
lightful account of the work in Anking, formerly a center of gov- 
ernment and education, where, besides the missionaries, only one 
foreigner resides. The desperate poverty of many families whose 
support had, under the Empire, come from minor government posi- 
tions, appealed to our missionaries, and Mrs. Lee, who had not a 
special responsibility as a teacher or nurse, began an industrial 
work among them which has now grown to employ eighty-nine 
women in embroidering linen, and will increase yet more with 
the help of Miss Kent, who sailed with the Lees. The product of 
this industry finds ready sale and makes the work self-supporting. 
While no difference is made between the Christian and non- 
Christian workers, very many of the latter are asking for baptism. 


After the meeting we were glad of an opportunity to wish the 


missionaries Godspeed on their voyage and in their work. 

The Box lists for Christmas and for Alaska have been received 
from New York and distributed among the branches. Hereafter 
all our allotments will come from the General Supply Secrctary. 
The list for Christmas is very small, but that for Alaska will chal- 
lenge our best endeavor, and Miss Hawley, who is acting as Box 
Secretary, is eagerly awaiting acceptance by the branches of their 
She has already heard from a number of branches whose 
October meetings were early in the month, and the outlook is 
most encouraging.

“Put first your service to the community, and your fellowship 
in that service. Do your work heartily, keenly, carefully as to 
God, because you are benefiting His children. Have goodwill, and 
expect others to have it. Re-arrange your mutual relations, as 
men co-operating in fellowship, not competing in suspiciom and 
hostility.” 

This strong, clean note of sane Christianity is one of the living 
messages in the encyclical letter sent out from the Lambeth Con- 
ference. It’s wisdom names the gracious remedy we yearn for 
when contending with the difficulties of present-day life, and in 
it, too, the Church Center finds the principle of its own life 
summed up with peculiar force. It will be the increasing treasure 
of Christian fellowship, silently storing up in devoted hearts, 
which will supply the spiritual revenues required to offset our 
spiritual deficits; but the passage also puts in true and perfect 
form the principle which must be expressed in all the work of 
such an agency as ours, which seeks to manifest this principle in 
a stable and continuous form until such time as it is appropriated 
as a normal part of life’s expression by each individual heart. 

The Center continues its daily facing of the needs of others. In 
order that all our friends may be informed of the more pressing 
needs, during November a team of our members are to tell the 
morning congregations something about them. We bespeak your 
personal interest in the message these men will bring. 

The root-principle of the Center’s life so fully accords with the 
Nation-Wide Campaign in its literal translation as “The Church at 
Work” that inevitably and gladly we find ourselves giving our best 
efforts to the support of the fall campaign. At least six of the 
Center’s members will be amongst the Four-Minute Information 
Speakers this year. Earnest efforts are being made to gather a 
staff of auxiliary visitors for the concerted canvass of November 
21. These auxiliaries will be for the purpose of reinforcing the 
visiting corps in those parishes where the force is insufficient. The 
Center will also act as a clearing house for the pledges of service 
made in the bay district. 

Everybody wants to ask us, “Well, what have you done?” Be- 
sides the steady carrying on of regular work by such members as 
are helping in clinic, club, or classwork, and the pressing of plans 
for new work which has not yet matured, we can note, during the 
last month, the following accomplishments: 

Under the direction of the Center the classification of the Canon 
Kip survey cards has been completed, and these cards have already 
proved of real value. Plans for the assumption by the Center of 
some of the constructive club work to be based on this survey are 
still being pressed. 

Two University of California students have been scured through 
the co-operation of the Y. M. C. A. to assist in the night school 
work at the Chinese Mission. 

Groups of girls to act as Hostess Workers on Thursday evenings 
at the Seaman’s Institute are gradually being organized. Holy Inno- 
cents has taken over one evening, and is sending a very effective 
group under the leadership of Miss Havard. A group from Grace 
Cathedral is forming, and, under the able captaincy of Mrs. Mer- 
win, has begun its service. St. Paul’s young people are arranging 
to take an evening for their own. 

Miss Emma Jarvis, a Center member, has arranged to give a 
reading of Dickens’ “Christmas Carol,” in seven episodes, with 
musical interludes, at St. Barnabas’ Mission on December 10. Some 
other parish or institution will also benefit by this reading. 

Automobiles were called for to carry children to the Church 
School Rally which was held on October 17, and three were fur- 
nished to the Canon Kip School, and one to the Maria Kip 
Orphanage. 

Over an automobile load of good clothing has been collected for 
the Clothing Bureau, and taken by a Center member down to their 
central distributing room. 

A few more calls have been made on Detention Home cases. 

In a parish emergency, when the rector was ill over a week-end, 
arrangements were made through the Center for two clergymen, 
who supplied in his place at the morning and evening services. 


Because the Center earnestly aims at applying a rich, clean and 
sane Christianity we find we must seek at times a corporate ap- 
proach to God in the spirit of fellowship and consecration. On 
Sunday, November 7, our clergy have been asked to make “Per- 
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sonal Christian Service” the topic of their sermon. At 7:30 on 
the evening of that same Sunday (not 8:00 p. m. as previously an- 
nounced) a Special Service will be held in Grace Cathedral for all 
members and friends of the Center, and all those whose hearts 
are with the work of the Church, Following the service a member- 
ship meeting will be held on the spot, with reports of the year’s 
progress, and the presenting of plans for the coming year. Be one

The Young People’s Fellowship Conference 


The Young People’s Fellowship Conference held at Paradise 
Cove, September 25 and 26, was a great success. All Saturday after- 
noon delegates kept coming in, and others joined the number on 
Sunday morning. The roll call showed about sixty-five present as 
representatives from different churches. St. Paul’s, San Francisco, 
had the largest representation, though All Souls’, Berkeley, ran it a 
close second. Among other churches represented were Grace 
Cathedral, Trinity, St. Barnabas and Canon Kip, San Francisco; 
St. Mark’s and St. Matthew’s, Berkeley; St. Paul’s and St. Philip’s, 
Oakland; Trinity, Menlo Park; and Christ Church, Sausalito. With 
the addition of several leaders and some Episcopal boys brought 


by the Y. M. C. A. secretary, the total attendance amounted to 
over seventy. 


Upon arriving at Paradise Cove, the time before supper was 
spent in selecting camps. After a jolly supper, everyone gathered 
around a campfire and there we sang songs and laughed at stunts 
performed by the others, or shared in some ourselves. Finally the 
campfire meeting took a more serious turn, and the Rev. H. H. 
Kelley gave the keynote address of the Conference. 


Sunday morning opened with a celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion. Held in an open clearing overlooking the beautiful bay, 
this quiet and unusual service was felt by many to be the sweetest 
hour of the Conference. Forty-six, the great majority of those 


actually present over-night, joined in this high service of con- 
secration. 


As with everything concerning the Conference, breakfast was 
served on time, and with army system. 


Then followed the one big session of the Conference, centering 
round the general theme of what is real Christianity and its 
testing. It was on a bluff under a large oak tree, overlooking the 
sunlit bay in its beauty that the delegates elected to gather them- 
selves. Miss Maddock spoke on “Life-Building,” an explanation of 
the necessity for having Christ as the living foundation stone for a 
fruitful life. Miss Alice Brookman of the Oakland Y. W. C. A. 
brought home the way in which our Christianity is tested by just 
such conditions as we find in America. Mr. Mehagian, a Univer- 
sity of California Armenian student, who went through the Ar- 
menian persecutions, gave the most vivid address of the Conference 
in describing the tests of their Christianity to which his people 
had been put. After a half-hour of recreation led by Mr. J. D. 
Foster, Y. M. C. A. secretary, a discussion hour followed, and the 
young people talked over questions suggested by the speakers of 
the morning, and earnestly considered ways by which the work 
of the Young People’s Fellowship during the coming year might 
be improved. It was voted unanimously and with enthusiasm to 
hold a Conference next summer. At this time, also, it was de- 
cided that the offering taken at the morning service would be sent 
to the remotest Episcopal mission in China. 


After lunch and an hour’s recreation camp was broken and a 
three-mile hike and a ferry trip over the quiet waters brought us 
to Sausalito. This was another bright spot in the Conference, for 
the ladies of Sausalito served the delegates a most delicious supper 
in the parish house, an occasion at which laughter and good- 
fellowship reigned. Then all present trooped into Christ Church, 
where a special young people’s service was held as the closing 
feature of the Conference. 

The tone of the Conference was maintained without effort at a 
fine level, and enthusiasm and purpose of a high order were gen- 
erated. The fees covered the whole expenses and most of the cost 
of the preliminary letters. The superb weather came to the Con- 
ference like a touch of blessing from the hand of a pleased 
Heavenly Father.

Follow-up Campaign 


The Rev. Dr. Patton will hold two conferences in the diocese, fol- 
lowing the program proposed for diocesan conferences. The first 
will be in Vallejo on Wednesday, November 3—morning, afternoon 
and evening. Attendance will be drawn from the western part of 
the diocese. On the following day Sacramento will be the rallying 
point. for the Sacramento convocation, including all the eastern 
part of the diocese and the Sacramento Valley. The sessions wil! 
be held in the Diocesan House, closing with a general meeting inp 
the evening. 

The parochial committees have been continued or reorganized in 
many of the parishes and missions, and it is expected that the 
most of our fields will be enlisted soon. A number of vacancies in 
rectorships make the situation somewhat difficult, but the early 
filling of some vacancies and the loyalty of last year’s leaders, will, 
it is hoped, permit of a fairly vigorous effort in most cases. 

The literature is being distributed from the diocesan office, and 
the literature committees are at work in the churches. 
following the conferences parochial meetings will be held wherever 
possible. We are counting on more thorough organization than we 
had last fall, and therefore on larger results. 


Diocese of Oregon 
The Rt. Rev. Walter T. Sumner, D. D. 


The Southwestern Deanery of the Diocese of Oregon met in 
regular session in St. John’s Mission Church, Bandon, on Wednes- 
day, September 15. At the opening service the Rev. W. E. Cooper 
was the celebrant; the Rev. F. G. Jennings, Epistoler, and the Very 
Rev. William Horsfall, Gospeller. The Bishop delivered a vigorous 
address on “Service,” as the term should apply to both clergy and 
laity. At the close of the evening service, the clergy and congre- 
gation met in the K. P. Hall for a social hour. The ladies of the 
Mission served refreshments, and the Bishop gave a short talk on 
“Some Conditions of the Times.” The business session was held 
in the afternoon, when Dean Black delivered an address on the 
“Meaning of Convocation;” the Rev. F. G. Jennings on “The Board 
of Church Extension;” the Rev. Wm. Horsfall on “The Church in 
Southwestern Oregon,” and the Bishop on “The Place of the Church 
in Life and World Issues.” The Convocation was most inspiring 
and helpful to all present, and was well attended by the members 


of the local congregation. 


The Girls’ Friendly Society now has eleven active branches in 
the Diocese and under the able leadership of Mrs. E. T. C. Stephens 
of St. Stephen’s pro-Cathedral, Portland, is rapidly developing into 
a very active organization with a successful future ahead of it. St. 
Paul’s, Oregon City, has the largest branch in the Northwest, there 
being sixty-two members on its rolls. Mrs. J. J. Tobin is branch 


' secretary of this branch. 


St. Helen’s Hall, the Diocesan School for Girls, under the charge 
of the Sisters of St. John the Baptist, began its fifty-second year on 
September 15. This school is in a most prosperous condition and 
was compelled to decline admission to thirty girls, owing to lack of 
accommodation. It is the hope of the Trustees to be able to pro- 
vide accommodations for a larger number of girls in the near 
future. 

Mr. John D. Alexander, Field Secretary of the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew, will spend two months in the Diocese, beginning October 
18, in conducting an active campaign fer the Brotherhood. In co- 
operation with local men it is the aim to rehabilitate old chapters 
and to reorganize new ones in a number of parishes. The chapter 
at the Pro-Cathedral was reorganized in September, with John W. 
Lethaby as Director and W. A. Moore as Secretary. 

St. Michael’s League is a new organization of Young People con- 
nected with St. Michaél and All Angels’, Portland. It has over 
thirty members, with Merritt Rodda as President. 

St. Andrew’s Mission, Portland, is to have a permanent vicar in 
the person of the Rev. John D. Rice, formerly General Missionary 
of the Diocese, and for the past fifteen months Secretary for the 
Inter-Church World Movement in Oregon. This Mission is located 
at Portsmouth, one of the undeveloped sections of Portland, con- 
taining over 50,000 people, and is a most promising field ef work. 

During the winter months the Woman’s Auxiliary of St. Mary’s, 
Eugene, will study the book “How Our Church Came to Our Coun- 
try.” This parish is making steady progress under the leadership 
of the Rev. F. G. Jennings. 

Delegates to the Third Meeting of the Synod of this Province, 
held at Seattle in September, were the Very Rev. R. T. T. Hicks 
and the Rev. Messrs. J. C. Black, W. E. Couper and C. H. WL. 
Chandler. Mrs. Wilson Johnson of Trinity Church, Portland, was 
also present and delivered a very able address on “The Religious 
Education of the Young.” 


Immediately . 


The entire community was shocked to learn by the Monday 
morning papers of October 18 of the sudden death of the Rev. W. 
A. M. Breck of Portland. Fr. Breck was in the sacristy of St. 
Helen’s Hall, Portland, robing for the evening service on Sunday 
night, when he fell suddenly forward, expiring before help could 
reach his side. Heart failure was the cause. He was a son of the 
late James Lloyd Breck, the great missionary to the West, and 
inherited from his father the same missionary spirit for which he 
was so noted. Fr. Breck, in addition to his duties as Chaplain of 
the Hall, was also vicar in charge of St. Matthew’s Mission, South 
Portland, and of Christ Church, St. Helens, a city located on the 
Columbia River, about fifty miles west of Portland. The burial 
was held from the Pro-Cathedral on Wednesday afternoon, con- 
ducted by the Bishop and assisted by the city clergy. The building 
was crowded to its capacity by friends who gathered to pay their 


' Jast tribute of respect to his memory. The body was taken for 


burial to Nashota, Wis., accompanied by Mrs. Breck, Miss Evange- 
line Breck, their daughter, and the Bishop. 


A class of seven of the most prominent men of Seaside, Oregon, 
was confirmed by the Bishop on Sunday, October 3. These men 
were prepared by Archdeacon Chambers during the past summer 
and while he was engaged in superintending the erection of the 
new plant for this Mission, mention of which was made in these 
columns last month. It is the hope of the Bishop and the Board 
of Church Extension, to be able to secure a competent priest to 
take charge of this promising field, in the near future. 


Mrs. John Dawson, wife of the rector of the Church of the Good 
Shepherd, Portland, is convalescing from a serious illness. 


St. John’s Sunday School, Milwaukie, is one of those that did not 
close during the summer months, and held some of the best at- 
tended sessions in the history of the Mission during this period. 

The Rev. Wm. B. Hamilton of St. Mark’s, Medford, is recuperat- 
ing after a serious illness. 

The Rev. C. H. L. Chandler, rector of St. Paul’s Church, Oregon 
City, will assume charge of St. John’s Mission, Milwaukie, on Sun- 
day, October 31. This will be in addition to his present duties. 

The Diocese has recently come into possession of a church 
building formerly owned by the Swedish Lutherans, in the south- 
western part of the city of Portland. This will be a new work 
undertaken by the Board of Church Extension and made possible 
by the Nation-Wide Campaign of last fall. It will be under the 
supervision of the Rev. Thos. Jenkins, rector of St. David’s Church. 
No name has as yet been given to this Mission, which is located 
in a thickly-settled section of the city.

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Sixty-fifth Anniversary of First Missionary Trip to 
San Joaquin 


On Wednesday, October 20, occurred one of the most interesting 
days in the history of the Missionary District of San Joaquin when 
about two hundred clergy and laity assembled to commemorate 
the sixty-fifth anniversary of the first missionary journey through 
the interior of California by the Rt. Rev. William Ingraham Kip, 
first Bishop of California. At the Convocation last May, Bishop 
Sanford called attention to the fact that the District was so young 
that it had as yet little of traditions and should capitalize what it 
had. He then reminded them of the missionary journey made by 
Bishop Kip so many years ago and suggested that the anniversary 
be fittingly observed, with the result that the following committee 
was appointed, viz., the Very Rev. G. R. E. MacDonald, Mr. L. A. 
Winchell, Mrs. L. L. Cory, Mr. G. H. Miller, and Mrs. H. C. Tupper, 
and the splendid work of the committee was manifested in the 
manner in which the program of the day was carried out. The 
Pilgrimage left St. James’ Pro-Cathedral at 9:00 o’clock in auto- 
mobiles and made an easy journey for the twenty-three miles over 
the plains, along the river bottom to Friant and then through the 
low hills, past Collins Springs and the deserted Court House at the 
Millerton site and to the Fort a mile further on. The owners of 
the property had very courteously turned over the privileges of the 
Fort buildings, now used as ranch headquarters, to the Bishop for 
the day. When the party had arrived within a quarter of a mile of 
the Fort the cars were parked and the clergy vested. The proces- 
sion was formed under one of the large trees and marched to the 
site, where Bishop Kip held his first service, William C. Harvey 
acting as crucifer and H. Arrowsmith, color bearer, carrying a most 
beautiful silk American flag belonging to St. James’ Pro-Cathedral. 
Following the Bishops and clergy came the lay officers of the Dis- 
trict and special guests, viz., the Rev. T. T. Giffin of the First Con- 
gregational Church of Fresno, Rabbi Alexander Segal of Temple 
Beth Israel and the Rev. C. F. Rykert of the German Evangelical 
Church, and behind them the long line of pilgrims. The clergy and 
laity stood throughout the entire service and everyone present 
seemed to feel the very sacredness of the place and the occasion. 
where so many years ago the Pioneer Bishop of California had 
stood and read the first service of the Church held in what is now 
Fresno County. 

Bishop Nichols was the preacher and spoke from the text in First 
Corinthians 10:4, “That Rock Was Christ,” the text of the very 
sermon with which in January, 1854, Bishop Kip began his episco- 
pate in California, at Trinity Church, San Francisco. 

“The Rock was the symbol! of difficulty,” declared the preacher, 
“and Christ was the power, through which difficulty was removed. 
In the life of the Pioneer Bishop, the rock of difficulty was very 
evident in the limitations imposed by California conditions.” The 
speaker contrasted the then and the now, the then meagerness, the 
present productivity, the then mode of travel, the present con- 
conveniences, the then resistance to Church influences, the present 
receptivity to the mission of religion. Bishop Kip, at his first serv- 
ice, found but two clergymen and but three local organizations in 
the State. Now there are in California, six Bishops in active of- 
fice, between 300 and 400 clergy and 26,000 communicants. Bishop 
Kip, he said, faced the rock of difficulty and it brought forth 
strength. 

Bishop Sanford was the Celebrant and was assisted by Dean 
MacDonald and the Rev. L. A. Wood. The Altar used on this occa- 
sion was one used in France. It might be well to quote at this 
point from the Diary of Bishop Kip showing that Millerton at 
that time was an important Army post. “October 20. (Twentieth 
Sunday after Trinity.) Beginning our journey long before day- 
light, we reached Fort Miller at 11:00 o’clock. In the evening I 
had service and preached to a congregation composed of the of- 
ficers and their families, with many of the soldiers. After the 
second lesson I baptised the child of a soldier. Dr. M., Surgeon 
in the United States Army, was licensed to act as lay reader at this 
Post, and since that time, I am happy to state that service has been 
held.” So we see that on his first visit that the Sacrament of Holy 
Baptism was administered—and on our last visit the Sacrament of 
the Altar. 

An undesigned coincidence of this Pilgrimage was that it was ten 
years ago on that day when General Convention set aside what is 
now known as the Missionary District of San Joaquin. After service 
the procession returned to the starting place, where it was dis- 
missed with prayer by Bishop Sanford. After the service a picnic 
dinner was spread in regular picnic fashion with an abundance of 
everything for everyone. Mrs. H. C. Tupper acted as hostess and 
during the dinner hour in her most gracious Manner saw that 
everyone was provided with hot coffee, splendid cream and dough- 
nuts. After luncheon, the company made the tour of the Fort, 
stopping at the several buildings while Mr. L. A. Winchell, Vice- 
President of the Fresno Historical Society, related the interesting 
history of the Fort. Thus closed the Millerton Pilgrimage and the 
day will live in history of the District, for to quote from the ad- 
dress of Bishop Sanford at the last Convocation, “Before long the 
march of improvement will have put the old village under water, 
and in the course of nature the living links which connect us with 
the past will have disappeared.” 


Christ Church, Alameda 


The Parish Workers enjoyed a basket luncheon for the opening 
meeting of the year, at which nearly a hundred women were pres- 
ent. Felicitous addresses were made by Miss Helen Swayne, the 
president, and her remarks were followed by the rector, who spoke 
briefly; Mrs. May Marsten of the Housewives’ League and Mrs. M. 
Allen, who spoke on “The Spiritual Significanec of Motherhood.” 

This meeting was followed up the next week with their annual 
Cafeteria Luncheon, which was the biggest success of any of the 
series, netting over $200 for the treasury. This organization has 
undertaken to pay the entire cost of re-roofing both the Parish 
Hall and the Guild Room. 

In the late days of September a dozen of the young men of the 
parish instituted a Young Men’s Bible Class, the members being of 
the high school age or over. The meetings are held on Sunday 
evenings in the Tower Room of the Church at 6:30, under the 
leadership of Mr. C. Spurgeon, who has recently come to the 
parish from London. Mr. Spurgeon is a veteran of the Great War, 
where he saw continuous service in the British Tank Corps. He 
has had experience in Bible Class work in a London parish. 

Our Sunday School has entered upon an auspicious year’s work 
and has been entirely re-organized with gratifying results. The 
enrollment of pupils has been unusually large. Regular teachers’ 
meetings are held on Thursday evenings, at which instruction is 
given by the Rev. C. L. Miel, under whose supervision as Superin- 
tendent, the school is making such progress. 

The rector has been preaching a course of Gospel sermons on the 
Parables. On the Sunday evenings of October his subjects were: 
“The Barren Fig Tree,” “The Friend at Midnight,” “The Hid 
Treasure” and “The Elder Brother.” 

The laymen of the Presbyterian Church of Alameda invited the 
men of Christ Church to have supper with them at the Presby- 
terian Parish House on the evening of September 21. Over a 
score of our men responded to the invitation and a fine evening’s 
fellowship was the result. On behalf of Christ Church speeches 
were made by Judge Weinmann, R. B. Valleau, Rev. C. L. Miel and 
the rector. For the Presbyterian men Col, G. H. Mathewson and 
Rev. Herbert Thompson spoke.

St. Clement’s Church, Berkeley 


A Spiritual Healing Mission was conducted in St. Clement’s 
Church from October 13 to 17, inclusive. The mission was for the 
purpose of stimulating imterest in the revival of healing in the 
Church. So far as possible the conception—emphasized by Mr. 
Hickson in his healing mission in San Francisco—was adhered to 
by all who took part in the service, i. e., that all healing whether in 
the spiritual, mental or physical realms, was from God. 

Preceding the address each evening was an exceedingly simple 
devotional service—a hymn, the Litany for the sick with prayers 
and a passage from the Bible was read. The speakers were as 
follows: 

Monday, October 13—The Right Rev. William Ford Nichols, D. D. 

Tuesday, October 14—The Rev. W. R. H. Hodgkin. 

Wednesday, October 15—The Very Rev. J. Wilmer Gresham, D. D. 

Thursday, October 16—The Rev. Richard M. Trelease. 

Friday, October 17—The Right Rev. Edward Lambe Parsons, D. D. 

Each speaker based his remarks upon some phase of the work 
of healing. 

Before the close of the service every evening the Vicar, the Rev. 
F. Augustus Martyr, invited those who desired the healing presence 
of Jesus to come forward to the Altar rail to receive the laying on 
of hands with prayer. Many responded during the course of the 
Mission, and not a few of those admitted frankly and earnestly 
that they had been helped . 

A fine earnest spirit pervaded the entire Mission and results are 
making themselves felt by the presence of many who attended 
these services who now attend our regular Church service. 

Judging by the large aod devout attendance at the Mission one 
would indeed be skeptical who would hold that people today are 
less than formerly interested in the deeper needs of the Spiritual 
life. 

The spiritual power in the Church today is no less real than in 
the days of Christ and His Apostles. And when we of the Church 
are fully alive to, and realize this undoubted fact to the fullest, 
then, and then only, shall we be able to bring this healing power 
of Jesus to a stricken world longing and waiting to be revived. 

In order that this work of spiritual healing shall continue, special 
services are being conducted by the Vicar at St. Clement’s every 
Wednesday evening at 8:00 p. m. and Thursday mornings at 10:30 
o'clock.

Divine Healing 


By the REV. W. M. BOURS 


Divine Healing may be defined as a restorative process involving 
the use of any curative means whether natural or supernatural. 
Not to advert to the victories of natural science over human mala- 
dies, in the exercise of the Ministry of Reconciliation as well as in 
the general use of the Church’s corporate energy, especially 
through the work of those who have a gift of healing, more have 
hitherto been healed than can in this life be known. For cor- 
roboration of ‘such a statement, one need but search the recoras of 
any ministry, or, refer to the experience of those who stir up in 
prayer the curative powers of the Church’s life. Prayer is a great 
moral and spiritual force, within the power of everyone to use, 
and im the exercise of which, one, according to the nature and 
measure of one’s spiritual capacity, co-operates with God in the 
moral and spiritual government of the world. St. Paul, in I. Cor- 
inthians 12, makes clear that baptized persons are so spiritualized 
through Christian Covenant union with Christ as to make avail- 
able for missionary use their respective distinctive personal facul- 
ties. “The manifestation of the Spirit is given to every man to 
profit withal.” In the partition of spiritual gifts, St. Paul men- 
tions those, to whom are given by the Holy Spirit the “gifts of 
healing,” that is, power to cure spiritual, mental and physical 
maladies : (I. Cor. 12:9) and to point the fact that such endow- 
ment is not a general bestowal, asks “Have all the gifts of heal- 
ing?” (I. Cor. 12:30.) Im this connection, St. Paul asks certain 
pertinent questions, the implied answers to which being deter- 
mnative of the contention that the ability to heal physical mala- 
dies does not necessarily appertain to the grace of Holy Orders, 
but, according to God's will, may be the possession of any Church- 
man or Churchwoman, to whom such unique grace may have been 
given. See I. Cor. 12:29, 30. Those who have that gift happily 
will discover the fact. Generally speaking, the actuality of sp‘r- 
itual gifts and the efficacy of spiritual power are proven more 
from experience than by argument. The cures effected in the 
Christian Church during the first century of her life and necessi- 
tated by the exigencies of her establishment and the pioneer:ng 
use of her heavenly endowments can not, however, with due regard 
for historical perspective, be taken as precedents for ordinary twen- 
tieth century Christian experience. Any attempted treatment of 
the Church’s Healing Mission would be presumptuous to a degree 
of great fault that did not admit its fragmentariness as an essay, 
and, at the same time, did not stress the immensity—far beyond 
mere human wisdom to comprehend—of all the issues involved in 
any given case. 

The problem of the recovery of health, as e:ucidated in the 
Seriptures, involves a consideration of: (a) Man’s Nature; (b) 
Man’s Primeval State; (c) Man’s “Fallen State”; (d) Man’s Social 
ee (e) Sufering in Its Social Implications; (f) Christ the 

ure. 

MAN’S NATURE, according to St. Paul, is three-fold: Body, Soul 
(Mind), Spirit; (1. Thess. 5:23). : 

In MAN’S PRIMEVAL STATE, his nature was perfect in its pos- 
sibilities of normal development through the possession of suffi- 
cient supernatural grace. Man then was: Bedy, Mind, Spirit plus 
Grace. “Although it is nowhere directly asserted in the Word of 
God, yet it has been constantly held in the Church to be the doc- 
trine of Holy Scripture, that man’s primeval goodness was due to 
the indwelling Presence of God the Holy Ghost.” Through the 
“Fall” man lost that Gift, his state then became: Body, Mind, 
Spfrit m‘nus Grace. Though probably there never has been a 
merely “Natural Man,” one entirely bereft of Uivine Grace, for in 
God “we live, and move, and have our being,” yet there was at the 
“Fall” a quenching of the Spirit (I. Thess. 5:19; see also Eph. 
4:30.) tantamount to a fatal defect in nature, transmissible through 
inheritance, with present lessened moral stamina and resultant 
human ills. “By one man sin entered into the world, and death 
by sin; and so death passed upon all men, for that all have sinned. 
(Hom. 5:12.) Having cured the impotent man at the pool of 
Bethesda, our Lord finally said to him: “Behold, thou art made 
whole: sin no more, lest a worse thing come unto thee. (St. John 
5:14.) The Lord’s admonition implies the possibility of a “vicious 
circle” being established in man. Between this defect in nature 
and death come resultant sicknesses and infirmities. George Her- 
bert, the English mystical poet, said: 


“Sin is that press and vice which forceth pain 
To hunt his cruel food through every vein.” 


MAN’S SOCIAL INFLUENCE is amply set forth in the New 
Testament. For example: “And whether one member suffer, all 
the members suffer with it; or one member be honoured, all the 
members rejoice with it.” (1. Cor. 12:26.) In this connection con- 
sider “contagion” in its physical implications including leprosy, as 
mentioned in Leviticus 13:45, 46, in its ceremonial implications, 
THE SOCIAL IMPLICATIONS OF SUFFERING, of which the Par- 
able of the Good Samaritan (St. Luke 10:25-37) is a classical illus- 
tration, may also be noted in the case of the Sryo-Phenician 
woman pleading with our Lord im behalf of her daughter. The 
healing in this case seemed to have been merely incidental to the 
leading issue, and the daughter being “grievously vexed with a

devil” was the occasion of the mother’s marvelous growth in faith 
under adverse circumstances, the emphasis being placed by our 
Lord om the mother’s faith rather than on the daughter’s cure. 
“O, woman, great is thy faith: be it unto thee even as thou wut. 
And her daughter was made whole from that very hour.” (St. 
Matth. 15:21-28.) Many a man is made a far better man for hav- 
ing had an imvalid wife. Many a woman is made a far more useful 
member of society for having had the care of an imvalid child. 
With sacrifice there go, in the economy of grace, social obligation, 
privilege and blessing. Christ on the cross said to St. John: “Be- 
hold thy mother!” That incident in Christ’s sufferings imposed 
upon St. John a social burden of love. “And from that hour that 
disciple took her unto his own home.” Whatever be one’s theory 
of man’s nature and destiny; whatever philosophy be adduced to 
account for the existemce of evil; whatever diagnosis be made of 
the cause of human suffering—the one ultimate CURE IS CHRIST. 
So it is confidently recorded in Malachi (4:2): “But unto you 
that fear My name shall the Sun of Righteousness arise with heal- 
ing im his wings, and ye shall go forth, amd grow up as calves 
of the stall.” Im the Prayer of Humble Access, we express a 
devout hope of receiving in the Holy Eucharist that element of 
wheleness which comes to the man in Christ. “Grant us there- 
fore, gracious Lord, so to eat the flesh of Thy dear Son, Jesus 
Christ, and to drink His blood, that our sinfal bodies may be made 
ciean by His body, and our souls washed through His most precious 
blood, and that we may evermore dwell in Him, and He in us.” 
Bodily cleansing, mental ablution and spirival union with Christ. 
The effectual assimilation of that Heavenly Food speeds for each 
generation the answer to the Apostle’s Prayer: “I pray God your 
whole spirit and soul and body may be preserved blameless unto 
the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ.” (fF. Thess. 5:23.) Distine- 
tion, however, must be made between sanctifying gifts received in 
the Sacraments, available for all, sufficient for Christian life and 
work and productive of personal character, of which the distinctive 
marks of perfection are designated “the fruit of the Spirit” (Gal. 
5:22, 23), and those special benedictioms, which, in the providence 
of God, are received for mental and physical healing. In the one 
case, grace is conveyed through ordinary priestly ministrations, 
in the other by whatsoever agency “the same Spirit” worketh in 
man for divine ends. Moreover, the extent to which spiritual cure, 
in the train of its blessings, brings also progressive mental and 
physical healing can only be determined in view of all the circum- 
stances surrounding any given case. 

The integrity of our Lord’s Human Nature was due to His being 
in perfect accord with the Holy Spirit. (See St. Matth. 3:16, 17. 
Compare St. Luke 2:52.) As the Second Adam He was: Body, 
Mind, Spirit plus Grace—in fullest measure possible for Human 
Nature to receive the Spirit. Christ “bare our sicknesses and took 
our infirmities” (St. Matth. 8:17) while He Himself was never sick 
nor yet infirm, save only to the extent ef His submission to the 
limitations of human nature; (consider St. John 19:17 and St. 
Luke 23:26, with implications) furthermore Christ thereby mani- 
fested the infinitude of the forces in social life. The Second 
Adam submitted to the far-reaching effects of what the First Adam 
had become. Christ’s endurance of the social effects of sin proved 
the reality of His human experience and gave assurance of His 
sympathy for man. His voluntary sufferings on the cross, now- 
ever, were the one true and sufficient sacrifice once offered for all 
men whereby (a) He made Atonement for us, and, (b) in the 
course of His Redemptive Acts, procured for us the Power of Re- 
covery in the restoration to man of the gift of the Holy Spirit. 
While that Power in full measure is “for the healing of the na- 
tions”’—and Divine grace is sufficient for everyone—its particular 
bestowal for the immediate, or, the progressive cure of body and 
mind must always, amid any other considerations, be conditioned 
by the submission of our will with respect to God’s purposes for 
society at large. (Compare St. Luke 22:39-46.) In this connection 
emphasis should be given to certain typical experiences recorded 
in Holy Scripture; and, in general, account should be taken of 
the fact that, as we have sure warrant in believing, the cures noted 
in the Gospels were invariably made with reference to all the 
issues involved. 

1. In the case of the “woman having an issue of blood twelve 
years,” as recorded in St. Luke 8:43-48, the physicians failed to 
cure her. The ordinary God-provided means in medical science 
were, in this instance, subordinated to a demonstration of the 
value of faith. The Saviour said to her: “Daughter, thy faith hath 
made thee whole; go in peace, and be whole of thy plague.” (St. 
Mark 5:25-34.) 

® On the other hand, in the case of the man born blind, as 
noted in St. John 9:1-7, the Lord “spat on the ground, and made 
clay of the spittle, and he anointed the eyes of the blind man 
with the clay, and said unto him, Go, wash in the pool of Siloam. 
Pe He went his way therefore, and washed, and came seeing.’ 
The means employed were sacramental of Christ’s mercy, their ac- 
ceptance was made a test of the patient’s faith, and their sub- 
stances were suggestive of the virtue accordant with divine law in 
certain material remedies opportunely administered. In Christ’s 
prescription the physician’s beneficent art was blesseu and sancti- 
fied. One is here reminded of the plaster of figs, used at the bid- 
ding of God’s prophet, Isaiah, that cured Hezekiah of a boil. (il. 
Kings 20:7.) There is a divinity in the commonplace that is 


oft-times overlooked. The laws of nature as well as those of 
grace are expressions of the Divine Mind. 

3. St. Mark records the failure of spiritual healers to cure a 
young person, who had “a dumb spirit.” (Chapter 9-14-29.) His 
father had appealed to the disciples, who could not heal the 
child. It was early im the third year of our Lord’s ministry that 
He performed thiy act of merey—at His word “the foul spirit” 
came out of the child. The disciples had previously, in the 
latter part of the Second Year’s Mimistry, been given plenary 
power “to heal the sick, cleamse the lepers, raise the dead, cast 
out devils.” (St. Matth. 10:3.) Naturally, they asked the Lord: 
“Why could not we cast him out?” “And He said unto them, This 
kind can come forth by nothing, but by prayer and fasting.” 
The father of the child apparently had very little faith—the 
failure of the disciples doubtless lessened his belief—for when 
the Lord told him, in answer to his appeal, “All things are pos- 
sible to him that believeth,” he “cried out and said with tears, 
Lord, I believe; help Thou mine unbelief.” The mental condi- 
tion of this patient would preclude the possibility of his being 
able to pray and to fast. Personal preparation, however, by 
prayer and fasting was needed by the disciples themselves for 
the effective exercise of their gifts of healing im this particular 
type of spiritual disorder. Among the lessoms to be learned 
from this case is included the suggestion that, generally speak- 
ing, a subjective condition favorable to the receiving of healing 
(“AH things are possible to him that believeth”) is as neces- 
sary as power, conserved by personal sanctity, on the part of 
Ged’s agent to heal. 

4. St. Paul’s case is instructive as imeidentally throwing light 
on the answerableness of prayer. Im his Second Epistle to the 
Corinthians, he speaks of “a thorn im the flesh.” Whatever that 
was appeared to him a handicap to his usefulness, and thrice he 
besought the Lord that it might depart from him. St. Paul 
had extraordinary spiritual gifts. St. Luke, in the Acts, said: 
‘God wrought special miracles by the hands of Paul.” (Acts 19:11.) 
The Epistle mentioned probably was written about A. D. 58. St. 
Paul had previously at Troas brought back to life Eutychus, who 
in his sleep had apparently fallen to his death. Yet with such 
spiritual equipment and with a nearness to Christ wrought through 
abounding faith (Gal. 2:20) and constant struggle for personal 
purity, (I. Cor. 9:24-27) and despite his importunity in prayer, the 
“thorn” did not depart from him. The Syro-Phenician woman 
thrice besought the Lord in behalf of her daughter—the disability 
was removed. St. Paul thrice besought the Lord in his own behalf 
—the disability was not removed. In St. Paul’s case the subjec- 
tive prerequisites to the receiving of healing seemingly failed to 
bring the result desired in prayer, but in reality the “thorn” was 
made contributory to character wholeness, as St. Payl finally real- 
ized: “Lest I should be exalted above measure through the 
abundance of the revelations.” (II. Cor. 12.) 

5. The experience of Zacharias (St. Luke 1:5-25 and 57-80) 
which, however, antedates the Christian Church by about thirty- 
five years, illustrates a case of physical disability from a spir- 
itual cause. He was stricken dumb because of unbelief. To him 
God’s messenger said: “Behold, thou shalt be dumb, and not able 
to speak, until the day that these things shall be performed, be- 
cause thou believest not my words, which shall be fulfilled in their 
season.” Moreover, the context implies that he also Lecame deaf 
from the same cause. This physical infirmity continued for nearly 
a year. In the fulfilment of God’s purposes, of which Zacharias 
and Elizabeth were agents, Zacharias was restored to the full en- 
joyment of the functions of hearing and speaking. His restora- 
tion to normality was co-incident with the werking out of God's 
purposes in him. This incident, signalizing the dawn of the Gos- 
pel, suggests many a possible case of unsoundness having, how- 
ever, a physical or a mental cause, where compliance with the 
laws of hygiene, which are expressions of God’s will, would effect 
restoration to wholeness. 

6. It is important further to note, in the case of the healing 
of the man born blind, an instance of physical defect that did not” 
spring from any root of evil, but had a close relationship to the 
promulgation of the Gospel and so to the well-being of society. 
When the disciples asked Jesus, “Saying Master, who did sin, this 
man or his parents that he was born blind? Jesus answered, 
Neither hath this man sinned, nor his parents; but that the works 
of God should be made manifest in him.” Spiritual quickening 
sometimes accompanies physical restoration. (Compare St. Luke 
17:11-19.) 

In any religious exercise for the recovery of health, at least 
some of the dominant factors should be: 

(a) A deepened devotional realization of God’s presence. 

(b) Prayerful co-operation with God in the working out of His 
purposes for society at large. 

(c) A reasonable employment of the curative means suggested 
by the nature of any given malady—bodily, mental or spiritual. 

(d) Due regard for spiritual power in its relation to mental and 
physical conditions. 

(e) The cultivation of a state of mind akin to that reflected in 
St. Paul’s devoted expression of submission to God’s will—as rec- 
orded in Romans 8:18: “I reckon that the sufferings of this present 
time are not worthy to be compared with the glory which shall] be 
revealed in us.” 
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BOOK REVIEWS 


ae STO PENANCE: A STUDY OF THE AUTORITIES.”

To anyone interested in the terminology of scientific theology 
the word “penance” will not convey any idea of the real content of 
this book, weighty as it is with the learning of a profound scholar. 
For the prevailing idea goes little, if any, further than of d‘scipline 
prescribed for a penitential offence. Compulsory confession to a 
priest and the consequent bestowal of absolution on the _assump- 
tion that the penitent is sincerely desirous of a sp_ritual improve- 
ment. There is a disposition on the part of those who are outside 
this system to regard penance and all that follows it as a mere 
formality, and the only effect of it, a sensation of relief, of release 
from a burden and freedom to revert to the accustomed manner of 
life, care free both as to the present and the future, secure that 
further repetition of the discipline will secure further absolution 
and, therefore, immunity from the judgment on a defective life. 
This is putting it mildly. 

The author does not trouble himself very much with popular 
misconception on the subject. The book is really a marvelous 
setting forth of the disciplinary legislation of the Church for the 
conviction and cure of sin from New Testament days to the be- 
ginnings of the thirteenth century. He says that these studies 
have occupied all his available time for many years. The book 
shows with what infinite patience he has plodded through the evo- 
lutionary stages of this complex question, for comp.ex it appears 
to be, this effort of the centuries to provide safeguards against sin 
and ways of escape from it for the really penitent?—ways lead- 
ing to recovery, to rehabilitation thought out by a love that was 
untiring, as flaming in its eagerness to redeem as that which moved 
St. Paul even to wish himself accursed for his brethren’s sake that 
they might be saved in the day of the Lord. 

The crucial difficulty from the first was the dealing with those 
who, as St. Paul puts it, “had a form of Godliness” but no more 
than a Pharasic semblance that conformed to rules and observances 
making a boast of their obediences and then reverting to the 
former hollowness of their spiritual condition, serenely content 
with themselves, not very anxious about their future. Cases of 
this sort, with others more or less flagrant, gradually wrought 
out revision of rules in the direction of drastic severity of admin- 
istration—making more straight the gate of penance, with a conse- 
quent intensified difficulty of receiving absolution. 

Penance, absolution, translated into terms of easy understand- 
ing, signify the forgiveness of sins through the propitiation made 
by Christ the Lord. Concerning that doctrine, mistakes have been 
made and still are by the prejudiced, the hide-bound clingers to 
teachings which now are little more than weak survivals from 
days of lesser light. 

In a book just published on the Epistles of St. John, Bishop 
Gore defines with his usual lucidity the gross errors that have 
obtained about Christ’s propitiation and the application of it to 
the souls of men. “Such as the confusion of absolution with being 
let off pun:shment, whereas it means our being set free to serve; 
that Christ’s work for us (propitiation) has been separated from 
the work in us (i. e., spiritual renewal) to which, in fact, it is only 
the prelude as St. Paul and St. John both put it—that contrary to 
all the teachings of the New Testament, the mind of Christ had 
been distinguished from the mind of the Father as mercy from 
justice.” 

It will be easy enough for anyone who has but slignt knowledge 
of current views on these subjects to make the application. The 


, history of doctrince since the upheaval we know as the Keforma- 


tion, reveals the pertinacity with which a fanatical section enunci- 
ated and held fast to the mistaken concepts pointed out by Bishop 
Gore. And Mr. Watkin shows how these misconceptions not only 
got rooted in the popular mind, but how, springing, of course, 
from very different points of origin, operated in the minds of 
those through whom both the Roman and other churches formu- 
lated the rules that define belief and regulate practice. But those 
who desire to know more of this evolutionary process must set 
themselves to the conscientious study of Mr. Watkin’s monu- 
mental work and learn how, by degrees the primary motives of 
abiding seal of love for the saving of souls through ministries 
which in their detail manifested the unlimited love of the Father 
for all men, gradually hardened into well-nigh frozen rules and 
regulations for the seekers of grace to help in times of sore need 
through the prescribed one way and no other to the straight gate 
of Penance, the one path to the Absolution that certified forgive- 
ness for the past and sscurity for the future, instead of placing the 
Light of the world clear and unshaded on a stand from whence 
its Light could stream across the path of every seeking wanderer 
they only allowed it to filter dimly through mediums and from 
behind veils—apparently more careful for the dominance of the 
Church than for the illumination of the sore-beset soul crying for 
the leading of a kindly light through the gloom. 
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From another angle the school labelled Calvinist did pretty much 
the same thing but at all events the same cardinal errors Bishop 
Gore diagnoses with such accuracy were theirs also. 

It may be impertinent, but one ventures on the suggestion that 
if, instead of the bare title “Penance” some such title as “Sin and 
Penitential Discipline” might have conveyed a clearer idea of the 
content and possibly have gained for it the attention it so richly 
deserves from all who are concerned in the guidance of souls. For 
it is much more than even the exhaustive tracing of the develop- 
ment of penitential discipline in particular churches. For it sets 
out the words and the actions of those who in their day and gen- 
eration were the greatest lights of the Church on sin and peni- 
tence, on methods of dealing with sick and seeking souls in the 
thirteen centuries covered by the range of the work. One feature 
is the citation of special “cases” showing the working of the 
methods thus originated with much of the meticulous exactitude of 
a physician diagnosing a “case” having special features. It may 
be that these volumes, weighty with the cumulative experience and 
piled up with the wisdom of the ages, may be “Caviare to the 
multitude.” but there will be a rich reward for those who make 
their way to the end thereof. —H. H. 


“THE GREAT CHURCH AWAKE; IDEAS AND STUDIES CON- 
CERNING UNITY AND REUNION”—E. G. Palmer, Bishop of 


Bombay. Longmans, #2. 

The Bishop claims at the outset that he speaks from a standpoint 
differing w-dely, essentially from the vague schemes and writings 
of these days on Reunion—of a solution of all existing differences 
and the vision of one vast solidified Brotherhood, one in doctrine, 
in hope and love. In other words, the reconstruction of our Lord’s 
foundation. The author postulates a change of mind as the first 
thing. But what miraculous infusion of a new leaven working in, 
vivifying the whole mass of Christian beliefs expressed in terms of 
dogma and organization so radically different as is the case, can 
be conceived of by the most enthusiastic visionary as Likely to be- 
come operative within any conceivable period. The gist of his argu- 
ment seems to be that one must get back somehow to the Galiiean 
teaching and methods, to that of the apostles also as expressed in 
their Epistles, a reversion to first principles, the dominant aim of 
each one to live in Jesus and with Him, with continuous effort for 
the building up of each Soul into a habitation of God through the 
spirit. Yet even in the earliest days this vision of unity was not 
realized when Jesus Christ was not so much of a memory as a Life 
seen not long since and whose voice still lingered in the ears of the 
living. The kingdom had come but there were the visions and 
searchings of heart, the rift that should grow and widen into dis- 
sonance. And so it has gone on through the centuries. Earnest 
souls have all along visioned a Great Church “Awake,” roused up to 
a vivid, compelling sense of the need of unity—for the sinking of 
differences—for the return to the teachings of the New Testament 
and for the exaltation of it above Dogma and humanly devised 
formularies. 

The book is not the invertebrae production of one estatically 
pondering on things to come but of an intensely spiritual man see- 
ing things as they are, realizing what is within the range of possi- 
bilities and what is not, but above all else longing and praying for 
the unity of the Spirit in the Bond of Peace. It is a book better 
worth pondering than three-fourths of the religious literature of 
the day. 


“THE HOLY COMMUNION; ITS’ INSTITUTION, PURPOSE, 
PRIVILEGE”—Rev. A. G. Bethune-Baker. Longmans, 80c. 

If the author had managed to realize his intention stated in the 
preface, of keeping out controversial matter, or relegating it to the 
notes at the end, his book would have risen fairly well to the level 
of the customary Devotional Manual. But his party loyalty over- 
rode his purpose. His method is good and if the author’s loyalty 
to the School he symbolizes with had been subordinated to the 
Church as a. whole, to the Peace and Good Will set forth continu- 
ously in the Holy Communion he writes of, the result one fancies 
would have been somewhat different and a very marked gain. 


“SERMONS ON THE INTERNATIONAL UNIFORM SUNDAY 
SCHOOL LESSONS.” Pilgrim Press, 14 Beacon Street, Boston, $2. 
Not knowing the lesson scheme, one is not in a pos'tion to judge 
of the sermons in relation to them. The sermons are good, most 
of them, but whether for children or for their teachers it is hardly 
possible to form any opinion. 


“A MODERN Vittum. Pilgrim Press, 
ston, #2. 

The cover slip announces: “This is a book of brief imaginary 
interpretations of incidents in Bible Story or present day religious 
experience, arranged in historical order.” One can only say of it 
that it is a curious mixture of what the same notice calls “senti- 
ment and lessons for life’s guiding.” It is rather hard to arrive at 
any opinion of a book of this type. The appreciation of it depends 
on the reader’s liking. But there have been marvelouslly few 
dreamers to dream religious dreams that could face the world of 
sense and hold their own and gain a hearing.

ORGANIZATION 


Every rector of a parish sooner or later reaches 
the point where he wants to say to his 
people what Moses said to the people of 
Israel: “I am not able to bear you myself 
alone.”

A rector can not, without organization, lead a 
parish any more efficiently than Moses 
could, without organized assistance, judge 
the people of Israel. 


The “Group Plan” or organization of a parish, 
recommended for adoption in the Nation- 
Wide Campaign, has stood the test of ex- 
perience in permanent as well as tem- 
porary use. It has manifest advantages. 


It keeps the rector in constant and immediate 
touch with the whole congregation. 


It destroys isolation ard thus prevents stag- 


nation. 


It means a parish no longer dormant and un- 
responsive, but alive and active. 


It magnifies the rector’s efficiency tenfold. 


It means a rector helped and heartened, relieved 
from demoralizing strain, with time to 
think and study and plan and pray and a 
chance to be a true spiritual leade..
